We referred last week to the 
question of the change proposed by | P@ 
the Regina Leader in the mail ser- 
vice north from the C. P. Lt. to 
Prince Albert. We compared the 
distances between iteyina and 
Prince Albert and Qu’Appulle and 
Prince Albert, and also the cost of 
«arrying the mails by either route. 
We showed that the difference in 
sdistance was only four miles at 
most, and that the cost would be 
greater. from Regina than from Qu’- 
Appelle. Why there should be 
change propgped at present is not 
very clear, except that the people of 
Regina are desirous of bringing grist 
to their own mill. The cireumes 
stanees ave not, however in favor of 
achanye from the present route, 
There 
present route for at least 
dred miles that would require .an 
independant mail service if the pro- 
posed change was affected. The 
farthest north post ottice served 
from Regina is thirty-five miles 
from there, The difference between 
serving a mail route of one hundred 
miles and one of thirty-five miles 
would have to be taken inte 
sideration in comparing the cost,
